If the warfaie lasted even three months, the Government would be fortunate 
indeed if it came out of the imbroglio even at the cost of a crore of rupees. There 
is, of course, no apprehension as to what would be the ultimate result of the war. 
But what the tax-payers, both Natives and Europeans, are afraid-of is the imposition 
of some fresh tax, such as a tax on tobacco, the doubling of the income tax, &, 
in consequence. Lord Roberts has already expressed his opinion in England to the 
effect that as the way to Gilgit from Kashmir is blocked with snow (for the greater 
part of the year) it would be expedient and quite opportune to make a road (from 
the south) through Bajour in connection with the present expedition. The distance 
of the road which is proposed to be constructed is 190 miles, and it will require 2.000 
_ English soldiers to escort provisions and keep open communication during the con- 
struction. Again, when the road has been constructed it will require a considerable 
army to be posted permanently all along the route for its protection. Surely were 
it not for the relief of Dr. Robertson and his soldiers both the Natives and Enuro- 
peans would advise the Government to let Umra Khan, Sher Afzul and Amir-tl- 
Mulk fight it out and settle their disputes among themselves, it not being the busi- 
ness of Government to meddle with the affairs of the barbarians that they are, and 
who are always in feud over some cause or other. [The Anis-2-Hind, Meerut, of 
the 6th April, contends that the expenses of the present expedition to Chitral, and 
in fact of all frontier expeditions, should be paid out of the English Treasury, they 
all being undertaken in the Imperial and not in the Indian interest. A corres- 
pondent of the Mehr-i-Nimroz (Bijnor), of the 7th April, is of opinion that as 
Umra Khan has proved himself a brave soldier, Government had better make him 
the ruler of Bajour, Swat and Boner and thus secure another strong friend and 
ally on the N.-W. Frontiers.
